Claims 8, 9 and 17 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-7 and 10-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Simoes (Fig. 1) does not disclose the following 
limitations: the amplifier comprising an input chopper coupler to the input of the amplifier 
and an output chopper coupled to the output of the amplifier. Regarding claims 2 and 
10, the closest prior art of record, Simoes (Fig. 1 ) does not disclose the following 
limitations: the amplifier comprising an input chopper arranged in cascade in between 
the input of the circuit and the input of the amplifier and an output chopper synchronized 
with the input chopper. Regarding claims 4-7, the closest prior art of record, Simoes 
(Fig. 1) does not disclose the following limitations: the amplifier further comprising 
feedback means for further reducing the DC offset produced by the amplifier includes 
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switching means for short-circuiting the input signal under control of a start-up signal. 
Regarding claims 12 and 13, the closest prior art of record, Simoes (Fig. 1) does not 
disclose the following limitations: the feedback circuit includes a switch circuit adapted 
to short circuit the input signal under control of a start-up signal.
